Average low temperatures ranged from the low 40s to the
low 50s.

“Corn acres planted increased significantly last week as a
lot of growers were operating planting operations at full
capacity.”

“Good weather conditions allowed farmers to work in
fields, and complete some operations. Some corn was
planted, and burn down operations were done in areas
were soil moisture was not excessive. Vegetable
plantings have started, with some tomatoes being
transplanted. Some spring greens were also direct seeded,
and transplanted. Some wet areas in wheat fields
prevented farmers from applying nitrogen in a timely
fashion, so some areas of the wheat fields will not be as
productive as planned.”
